Thus  it  was  plain  Mary  understood  not  a  syl¬ 
lable  of  what  she  was  saying,  but  took  the  whole 
for  a  story  about  Sally  and  George  Comfort.  Let 
it  not  be  thought  she  was  uncommonly  stupid  ; 
she  was  a  child  of  good  abilities,  but  like  most 
children  of  her  age,  was  entirely  ignorant  of  the 
meaning  of  most  of  the  words  contained  in  these 
two  verses. 

It  is  well  known  that  a  lady  who  had  distinguish¬ 
ed  herself  in  the  literay  world,  in  speaking  of  the 
imperfect  conceptions  which  children  form  of  the 
meaning  of  that  which  seems  familiar  to  their  el¬ 
ders,  confessed,  that  when  she  was  n  child,  in 
reading  Matthew  xxii.  40,  she  verily  thought 
these  two  commandments  were,  two  large  pegs, 
on  which  the  law  and  the  prophets,  some  kind  of 
long  cloaks,  were  hung. 

These  facts  admonish  teachers  to  use  simpli¬ 
city  in  word  and  thought,  if  they  w’ould  give  any 
clear  ideas  to  children.  “  For  if  the  trumpet  give 
an  uncertain  sound,  who  shall  prepare  himself  to 
the  battle  1  So  likewise  ye,  except  yc  utter  by  the 
tongue  words  easy  to  be  understood,  how  shall  it 
j  be  known  what  is  spoken  ?  for  ye  shall  speak  into 
the  air.”  ”  I  had  rather  speak  five  words  with 
my  understanding,  that  by  my  voice  I  might  teach 
others  also,  than  ten  thousand  words  in  an  un 
known  tongue.” — 1  Cor.  xiv. 


TO  MINISTERS. 

In  the  annual  report  of  the  Cincinnati  Union, 
one  of  the  obstacles  to  the  welfare  of  schools  is 
thus  stated  : 

The  want  of  ,\Iini$terial  tympathy,  couneel,  and 
aid. 

It  is  with  regret  that  our  board  have  learned, 
that  several  of  the  schools  have  not  been  visited 
by  a  minister  once  during  the  whole  year.  This 
statement  we  make  with  great  reluctance,  but 
truth  demands  it.  When  we  reflect  that  Sunday 
Schools  are  the  nurseries  of  the  church,  and  that 
by  occasionally  visiting  them,  pastors  may  con¬ 
centrate  in  themselves  the  affections  of  young  and 
forming  minds,  gain  access  to  ihe  hearts  and 
houses  of  parents,  give  shape  and  efficiency  to 
Biblical  instruction,  and  elevate  and  sanctify  the 
cause  in  the  estimation  of  the  community,  we  arc 
tuprieed,  as  well  as  grieved,  that  our  schools  re¬ 
ceive  so  few  ministerial  visits.  The  bare  mention 
of  this  subject,  it  is  hoped  will  claim  ihc  aiteiition 
of  the  constituted  teachers  of  our  holy  religion. 

From  the  Family  Viaiter. 
rLAI.NNESS  OF  SFEECU. 

The  necessity  of  using  great  plainness  of 
speech  in  the  instruction  of  children  is  felt  as  it  | 
ought  to  be  by  very  few  persons.  Expressions  1 
are  frequently  used  by  leachcrs  which  are  familiar 
to  them,  as  “  household  words,”  but  are  wholly 
unintelligible  to  their  pupils.  Sometimes  Sunday 
School  teachers  speak  fluently  and  forcibly  to  their 
classes  for  ten  minutes,  in  explaining  a  lesson,  and 
think  they  are  making  the  subject  very  plain,  when 
by  the  use  of  words,  of  the  meaning  of  which  the 
children  are  utterly  ignorant,  they  have  obscured  the 
sense  entirely.  They  speak  well,  but  th«ir  hear¬ 
ers  are  not  edifled.  Then,  when  the  teacher  be¬ 
gins  to  question  her  scholars  on  the  subject  she 
haa  just  done  explaining,  she  is  astonished  at  their 
itupidity,  and  perhaps  exclaims, — How  is  it  pos¬ 
sible  you  can  be  ignorant  of  this  matter,  when  I 
have  been  spending  my  strength  to  impress  it  on 
your  mind  7  forgetting  or  never  considering,  that 
the  children  are  somewhat  in  the  situation  she 
would  be,  if  required  to  give  an  account  of  a  sen¬ 
timent  delivered  in  her  hearing,  all  the  point  of 
which  was  expressed  in  Latin.  Sunday  School 
teachers  should  expect  their  pupils  to  be  ignorant ; 
all  children  are  so,  especially  in  the  lower  ranks 
of  life.  They  should  prepare  themselves  to  ex¬ 
plain  every  point  brought  before  them  by  the  les¬ 
son,  in  the  simplest  language.  It  is  difficult  for 
persons  of  mature  minds  to  realize  how’  little  is 
understood  by  young  children  of  the  lessons  they 

commit  to  memory.  Take  a  fact.  Mary - ,  a 

child  not  five  years  old,  but  of  quick  capacity,  was 
taught  by  an  elder  sister  to  repeat  many  little 
pieces  of  poetry,  among  others  this  from  our  Sun¬ 
day-school  collection. 

’Tis  religion  that  must  give 
Sweetest  pleasure  while  we  live,

Solid  comfort  when  we  die.

BL'PEEANNUATEO  CLERGT. 

Among  the  many  benevolent  objects  for  which 
associations  and  institutions  of  various  kinds  have 
been  formed,  through  the  praiseworthy  exertions 
of  the  pious  and  charitable  members  and  friends  of 
our  communion,  one  very  laudable  object  seems 
to  have  been  forgotten,  or  at  least  neglected  ;  and 
that  is,  the  making  of  some  provision  for  our  su¬ 
perannuated  clergy.  Several  other  denominations 
of  Christians  have  given  their  attention  te  this  sub¬ 
ject  so  rflectually,  that  ample  funds  are  provided 
for  this  humane  purpose ;  and  this  has  been  af¬ 
fected,  in  one  instance  at  least,  among  people  w  ho 
are  supposed  by  all  to  have  much  less  of  this 
world’s  goods  than  our  people  have.  As  to  our 
duty  in  this  matter,  there  can  be  no  ditference  of 
opinion  ;  we  arc  surely,  in  Christian  equity,  bound 
to  support,  in  the  decline  of  life,  those  w  ho  have 
spent  all  their  best  days  in  our  service ;  and  we 
are,  1  think,  called  upon  to  do  so  even  before  old 
age,  in  those  instances  where  ministerial  labors 
have  brought  on  permanent  infirmity.  The  only 
objection  I  have  heard  to  (he  formation  of  nii  asso¬ 
ciation,  and  the  procuring  of  funds  for  this  hununne 
purpose  is,  that  such  provision  is  not  required,  ns 
all  our  clergy  have  it  in  their  power  to  save  out  of 
the  salaries  they  receive,  during  their  years  «-!' 
health  and  vigor,  a  suificient  sum  to  provide  for 
the  necessities  of  age.  If  this  were  true,  (he  ob¬ 
jection  would  be  a  solid  one  ;  but  such  is  not  the 
fact.  In  this  state,  out  of  more  than  sixty  clergy¬ 
men,  not  more  than  one  caao  occurs  to  which  this 
objection  would  apply. 

Out  of  the  cities,  in  Pennsylvania,  the  average 
income  cf  our  clergy  is  not  four  hundred  dollar  . 
but  suppose  even  that  it  amounted  to  four  hundred 
dollars,  what  will  remain  of  that  sum  after  support¬ 
ing  a  clergyman,  his  wife  and  family,  and  edu¬ 
cating  his  children?  How  much  1  ask  can  he 
saved,  either  to  promote  the  settlement  of  his  chil¬ 
dren  in  the  world,  or  to  provide  for  his  own  neces¬ 
sities  in  the  decline  of  life,  when  he  shall  no  long- 
be  able  to  perform  those  duties  for  which  he  re¬ 
ceived  this  scanty  pittance  ? 

Having  thus  presented  the  necessity  of  the  case, 

I  shall  propose  a  remedy,  and  that  is,  to  raise  a 
fund  for  the  purpose  of  supporting  superannuated 
clergymen  of  our  Church  who  may  require  such 
aid.  To  accomplish  this,  I  will  suggest  three 
modes,  either  of  which  may  answer  the  purpose. 
The  first  is,  that  a  voluntary  association  of  cler¬ 
gymen  be  formed,  who  shall  contribute  a  fixed  an¬ 
nual  sum,  which,  together  with  such  sums  as  may 
be  given  or  bequeathed  by  other  pious  persons, 
shall  form  a  fund  to  be  applied  under  such  regula¬ 
tions  as  the  association  may  make  :  or. 

Secondly,  that  it  may  be  made  a  diocesan  affair, 
the  Convention  adopting  means  to  procure  funds, 
and  regulating  the  disposal  of  them  :  or. 

Thirdly,  that  it  embrace  the  whole  Church,  and 
that  funds  be  raised  upon  the  principle  of  assess¬ 
ment.  This  latter  mode  I  think  the  best,  on  ac¬ 
count  of  the  frequent  removals  of  the  clergy  from 
one  part  of  the  country  to  another,  and  by  the  way, 
a  provision  of  this  kind  would  obviate  many  remo¬ 
vals,  for  so  far  as  I  can  learn,  in  most  cases  w  hen 
1  a  clergyman  leaves  his  parish  it  is  to  go  in  search 
j  of  bread.  Certainly  the  subject  is  worthy  the  se¬ 
rious  consideration  of  every  friend  to  the  ('hurch,

of  (ho  Temperance  Society  in  Chemitz,  Saxony, 
to  the  chairman  of  the  Exeentive  Committee  of 
the  N,  Y.  Society,  giving  an  account  of  the  tem¬ 
perance  societies  and  efforts  in  (hat  kingdom. — 
These  statements  are  interesting,  as  matters  ofin- 
formation,  and  as  showing  the  extent  and  effect  of 
the  example  of  this  country.  From  the  suctuent 
history  alluded  to,  we  quote  briefly,  for  the  purpose 
of  exhibiting  the  progress  of  Temperance  in  this 
country  since  the  origin  of  these  efforts  in  1826  : 

“  In  the  United  States,  the  advance  of  the  tem¬ 
perance  reform  is  surprising,  as  well  as  cheering  to 
its  friends.  Nearly  every  state  in  the  Union  has 
now  a  state  temperance  society,  with  auxiliaries  in 
most  of  the  cities,  towns,  and  villages.  The  whole 
number  of  temperance  associations  in  the  Union, 
is  probably  between  4  and  5000  ;  and  the  number 
of  members  who  have  actually  signed  the  pledge, 
is  from  600,000  to  800,000.  The  State  of  New- 
York  has  1,200  societies,  and  200,000  members. 
Near  6,000  drunkards  have  been  permanently  re¬ 
claimed  since  1626 — 1,600  distilleries  abandoned, 
from  necessity  or  principle,  about  150  innkeepers 
have  discontiued  furnishing  ardent  spirit  to  their 
guests,  about  4,000  merchants  have  ceased  to  keep 
spirituous  liquors  as  an  article  of  traffic,  while  not 
less  probably  than  60,000  farmers,  and  as  many 
mechanics,  perform  all  their  labor  without  ardent 
spirit  furnished  to  their  workmen.  And  ns  it  is 
estimated  that  as  many  persons  now  abstain  from 
the  use  of  ardent  spirit,  who  are  not  members  of 
any  society,  as  of  those  that  are,  the  general  influ¬ 
ence  the  cause  has  upon  all  classes  is  manifest. — 
The  results  of  (his  great  change  are  apparent  in 
the  increase  of  private  wealth  and  happiness,  the 
diminution  of  crime,  and  the  decrease  of  taxes  for 
the  support  of  the  poor,  and  the  punishment  of 
criminals.  Nor  is  the  result  less  favorable  upoik 
the  health  of  our  citizens  ;  especially  as  affording 
a  security  against  the  ravages  of  that  scourge  ol 
the  nations,  the  Asiatic  Cholera.  In  this  city,  Al¬ 
bany,  there  were  336  reported  deaths  of  |»ersons 
over  16  years  of  age,  last  summer,  from  the  chol¬ 
era.  Oniv  two  of  these  were  members  oftempe 
ranee  societies,  of  whom  (here  are  5,000  in  the  ci¬ 
ty  in  a  population  of  26,000.  Upon  our  canals 
and  navigable  rivers  too,  (ho  change  has  been  ve¬ 
ry  beneficial.  Two-thirds  of  the  boats  which  nav¬ 
igate  the  great  Hudson  and  f'rie  canal,  which  is 
360  miles  in  length,  use  no  ardent  spirit,  their  offi¬ 
cers  and  men,  many  of  them  being  members  of  the 
canal  temperance  society.  The  reform  has  also 
reached  the  ships  which  are  owned  in  our  dif¬ 
ferent  sea  ports,  an<  which  sail  from  thence  to  vis¬ 
it  every  nation  and  every  clime.  About  400  ves¬ 
sels  now  ilepart  frewn  our  harbors  with  no  ardent 
spirit  on  board,  except  what  is  in  the  medicine 
chest,  and  used  only  in  case  of  actual  disease. —  *
